EGYPT AND ITS FORWARDING 
AGENTS. 


The British Chamber of Commerce of Egypt 


has received a serious complaint from Mr. 
Dickson, the Sub-Governor of the Nativnal 
Bank of Egypt, on the subject of the charges 
of forWarding agents here. The letter of that 
ventleman is reproduced in another column of 
to-day’s issue and it is to be hoped that it will 
have some result in remedying the existing 
abuses. The monthly Journal of the British 
Chamber of Commerce comments on this docu- 
ment and its remarks are worthy of quotation. 
“We think,” s&ys ourcentemporary, “we are not 
very wide of the mark in saying that the ma- 
jority of residents here, who have had dealings 
with forwarding agents, have a distinct preju- 
dice against employing the latter in connection 
with transit of their goods. Although we have 
not investigated the matter very closely we 
have nevertheless in the course of a few en-

LECTW@RE ON WAGNER. 


A very ift@esrting lectare opon Wagner and 
his music Was given on Monday afternoon by 
#év. WS Gairdner at Counanght Hoare, 

fairo, to @ very appreciative andiance. Mr. 
Gairdner devoted bis attention to Wagner as 
a mosician rather than a dramatist, showing 
very snccinctly the great diff -rence of bis works 
prodrced before 1830 and those of bis latter 
hfe, nrodoced afters lapse of three or foor 
years, which period be devoyed to stody and 
to developing bis ideas. ethane bh .w the-e 
earlier work, ‘) be F ying Datchman,” “Tann- 
bauser,” and ‘Lobengrn,” were characterized 
by melodies nearly always metrical in char- 
acter, rbytbmical in constractior, and clearly 
governed by the words to which they were set; 
while his later works ‘were of ar entirely 
d ff-rent character—free melodies with no 
soggestion of metre nor words, with bat 
little regolarity of form, illostrative of 
abstract thoughts or characters rather than 
words, aod almost invariably interpreted by 
the orchestra rather than the voice, which was 
mostly confined toa running recitative. Mr. 
Gairiper very clearly illustrated the metrical 
tendency of this early ,eriod, showing frim 
exsmples taken fiom ‘'l'’anubauser that the 
lyrics grouped them-elves almost jnvefiably 
into quatrain form, which arrangement was 
almost ap obcession cf be day aid which ofien 
resvl'ed in @& munotopy if not in actual 
weekness of composition, ths masic being 
dominated by the words with more or less 
conventional cadances. ‘l'bis form of lyric was 
the conventional one of the day; and M- 
Gairdner showed hw Hadyo, M zart, and 
others broke away from this stersotyped idea 
by their improvisation on the fragments of 
osrtain metrica! themes. ‘l'his he exemplifi-d by 
the stream of free melody in Mossrt’s j ibilee 
symphony, and aleo by Beethoven's sym 
phony.in C. minor, of which the first foar 
chords boid op nearly the whole movement 
Thongh there are certuin traces of this use of 
free melody in some of Wagner's early works 
they were bat experimentnl;and it was nodoabt 
owing to his years of stedy and realizstion of 
his tbeorie: that his later work« are so char- 
acteriged by this development of free melody 
rather than theory.

THE STREET NUISANCES OF CAIRO. 


FROM A PBDSSTRIAN’S POINT OF 
VIEW. 


To True Eprror or tHe “Boyptian Gazettes’ 


Sir,—I shonld like to make some remarks iv 
voor colamas oa the above subject, which 
ems of interest both te visitors and to those 
whose welfare is involved in maintaining the 
popaolarity of this city as = place of resort. 
Dividing these remarks under sanitation, 
traffic, and mendicity, 

Firstly —Why is it considered necessary to 
varge the various templesdedicated to C nacina 
st 10 o'elock on a Sanday morning, which aleo 
appears to be the day and hoor fixed for 
shaking carpets, etc, ont of upper windows ? 
Furthermore, coald not the aathorities orn 
cerned arrange to cleanse the varions street 
refase-bins béfere these receptacles become aa 
abomination? 

Secondly as to traffic. The Sharia Gainena 
has bean “ap” ever since Ootober, asphalte 
is beiog laid down, and this sf cted street 
has in rotation presented to thea public a 
sketchy impression of the Bernese Alps, a fair 
coarse for an obstacle race, and a spirited 
representation of the destraction of the Cities 

of the Plain. This street is aleo a kind of 
cyclonic cantre for dranken brawls, the gentle 
fe iah treqnents an Armenian liqnor den jast 
off the main street, qoarrela in his caps over 
the favoars of one or more of the attendant 
Hebes, and goes out into the street to fight it 
oat with moch beilowing and thrashing of the 
air with sticks. After the whole neighbourhood 
has been aroused a shawish comes ap and 
appeals to the principal villaiti &s a man ania 
brother to go home. This attifude is dae to 
inadeqrate available force and not t) fank, for 
I bave seen an Ezyptian policemen make a 
most i alr arrest of an intoxicated Bey 
whose friends stragg ed desperately to eff wt a 
rescue while the crowd all sympathized or 
covertly impeded the arrest. However, the 
policeman kept his temper and his man, and 
withoat drawing his tranchaon eventaally 
marched his bey--hip off to the caracol. 

Before leaving tha police, it might be askad 
why they do not, whon issning licenses to 
arbaghie, insist on some test of driving and 
topography. Tha local Jeha has no ides of 
eithar, aod having also no “hands,” plies the 
whip savagely and casselassly to cover his 
defects (printer p'esse note that thie is not 
a paradox). Aocidente woald be more

the able-bodied cripple—with or without |nco- 
motive applianees—and worse, far worse than 
all,— the starving, maimed, and soffering 
children with parente—or other adalts in that 
guise — wateohing them from some point of 
vantage. 

There is now on the streets of Cairo a tall, 
fine-looking fellah about thirty years of age, 
who leads by the hand an emaciated, filthy 
little girl, a mere child of five or so. She 
has hor feet tarned iow srds and her legs are too 
weak to sapport her body for any distance. 
"he man comes toa oafé or open bar, gives 
thechild a pash and in she staggers, falls on 
har kanes, with her contorted limbs doubled 
ander her, and whines shrilly. When she 
comes oat the man takes what she has ia cash, 
throws aay food away that she may have 
reosived, and drags her along to the next likely 
resort. If the couple meet a respectably 
dressed pedestrian moving slowly along some 
more or less deserted street the same process 
is gone throagh with the same resalt. 1 have 
given the aofortuoat: child money, and food, 
as many others do, bat I determioed to watch 
the procesdiags, with the above resalt. The 
man I have often seen withoat his stock-in- 
trade, the centre of « large and garralous 
throng at one of the lower-class cafés and, 
apparently, at once the host and eatertainer of 
the party. Faugh!! It isenoogh to make a 
bysena sick to think of it. 

Is there no remedy ! Is this inoflax of 
meodicants in the tourist season too great for 
the police to cope with ! —or is no eff rt made 
t» keep sach people within the boands of 
ordinary deesacy aod hemanity! I regret 
the length of this article, aor om I[ per- 
haps the best person to write on sach 
sahjacts, bat if | can thereby prevent the 
ma|traatment and expluitatioa of one wretched 
child, I shall feel that it bas no: boea written 
in vain. Tad travelling apper-classes, who form 
the mainstay of Cairo’s wealth, and who pre- 
samsbly have sach delicacy and sympathy as 
a libaral edacatioa shoald give, are hardly 
likely to look with favoar oa a city where 
gach naasgoas, harrowing, aad disgasting 
experieaces are of daily ocsarrenca, and

2. On acconnt of the dependence of the 
a bool on the University of Al Ashar ard the 
opacity of the papils who have completed their 
ovurse to teach at the said university, the 
school will create a class of men “eapable of 
in spiring geveral confidence in their re'igious 
k :0wledge and general ability. 

8. The school will inclade two sections, the 
first of which will train very capable clerks and 
will serve as @ preparatory school for the 
s,cond class.

_ A SERIOUS COMPLAINT.

Tho Me@tbly Journal of the British Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Egypt, iu view of the fact 
that dombplaints reovercharging by forwarding 

Wts are by ro means ancommon in this 
Sountry, published a letter from Me. A. G. M. 
Dickson, Sub-Governor of the National Bank 
of Egypt, iu the hope that the poblicity thas 
given to the matter may tend to make some 
of the fiems who eagage in the trade more 
reasonsbie in their charges. Both the firms 
tefarced to by Mr. Dickson are well known 
houses, though for obvious reasons their names 
are omitiel. The letter in question is as 
follows. 

Sir,—If you consider the following narrative 
of suffisivat importance to that large section of 
your readers who are exporters of Kaglish 
goods to Kyy,t, 1 hope you will give it the 
pablicity of your qolumas. 

Last antum whea in London, | parchased a 
gua.l cabinet trom Messra......., 10 doe coarse 
it arrived consigned to me here through 
Mesers....... The eam olaimed by their ageuts 
bere fur freight and charges (aud which I was 
ubligod to pay belure getting my goods) smount- 
ed to £3.12.3. This was several shiiliags more 

han the total payabls on two large casas ship 

pedon the same steamer to me direct by the 
Orchestrelle Co. of Bond Street, and containing 
a piavole-pianc, masic cabivet aud stdol. 

My application to Messre .....for explana 
tion resuited in my being pat im ‘direct oom- 
monication with Mesers...... their ageuts, aud 
L altimately succeeded im getting refunded 
trom the latter £1.2.%, On the ground that | 
had myself “elected to attend to the Iaoding, 
clearing and delivery expeuse-,’ which were 
incladed in their charge. (My native servaut 
cleared the goods for me, at the cost of nearly 
3,-). 

Meanwhile, a carriage, which I had also 
bought in Kogland, arrived, agsin anfortanate- 
ly consigned throogh Meser-...... lo this case 
I bad to pay £22.4.4 for “freight aud charger.” 
{ kwew from the cubic measurement of the case 
containing the carriage that something was 
again wrong, 80 sent my usoal request for 
farther details. At first, no notice was taken, 
bat after several weeks and a reminder by 
registered letter, | was at last informed tha: 
the steamship company had msde a mistak~ 
in the messuremente, aud that Messrs... .....’-. 
agents here had been instrocied to retaa: 
me £11.11.—. ‘fe agents have now sent me 
4 cheque iu piastres, by which | am cha ged 
avother 2/- ander one form or another: thi 
{ have returiet, demanding chrque on Low- 
jon for £11.11.0,and there the matcer at pe 
sent stands. 

I abstaio trom any comment on the above: 
the moral, I take it, is that exporters should 
«hip direct without employing middlemen

perhaps know how to deal with gentry of thi- 
kidney: bat the vast m-jori'y ofthat large clas:

SEA-SANGANEB_ REEF. 


New Liguruovss. 
| A lighthouse has’ been erected on the 
Sooth end of Sanganeb reef, near Sheik el 
Bargout (Port Sudan) and the light was exbi- 
bited permanently on Febroary 15:b. 
The position of the light is 150 yards 
from the south end :f the reef, in nearly 
the same position as that of the old beacon. 
| Name of light—Sanganeb.
